FIELD'S appeal to the coal miners to
stay in the mines is followed by a proclas-
mation by the President calling upon all
mine workers to do a full day's work in
order that the effcctiveness of our
goldiers in France may not be lessened
and in order also that there may be no
suffering in the homes of the people this
winter.

The President, however, announces
that the number of mine workers will be
atill further reduced by the draft, but
that those who are drafted but are es.
sentinl in the mines will be given de-
ferred classification, He says that it is
their patriotic duty to aceept such defer-
ment  and duty of their
friends and neighbors to hold them in
ligh vegard for doing so.

diggring trenches will meet the necessi-
ties of the situation. We have pointed
this out time after time in these columns.
The current issue of the Mine Workers'
Journal, of Seranton, demands it in order
that the miners may retain their self-
respect and escape the charge of helng
slackers, We know that they are not
slackers, but they need the guarantee
from Washington in express terms that
they are doing their full duty when they
remain in their present occupntions.
The circular of the Miners’ Bank of
Willtes-Barre agrees in principle with
the Mine Waorkers' Journal, for it de-
mands that some badge or insignia be
jssucd to the miners put into the de-
ferred classes in order that the men may
have tangible justification in the eyes of
their neighbors for remaining at their
posts, Doth of thess demands come from
men familiar with the psychology of the
mine workers and with the mental atti-
tude of the residents of the mining re-
rions,

It is no time for paltering. The sea-
son when the cou! can be taken from the
mines with the greatest ease is growing
shorter with every day. The coal is there
in abundanee. Transportation for it can
be provided when it is got out of the
ground. The pressing tuask is to mine it,
This cannot be done without the men,
and the men cannot be kept in the mines
in proper numbers unless the Government
wholly exempts them {from military serv-
ice, The =ooner the truth of this filters
into the minds of the men in Washington
the sooner will the danger of & fuel
famine disappear.

It should be made clear to the whole
population in every mining region in
the country that the mine workers ure
drafted for mine work and are serving
the cause of civilization by keeping at
their tasks. Then the finger of scorn can
no longer be pointed at able-bodied men
caming from the shafts, and when their
children ask them in the future what
they did in the great war they can reply
that they kept the munition factories
running and supplied the fuel that car-
vied the soldiers to France and kept them
supplied with provisions, and that they
did so under Government orders.

We don't belleve anything passion-
ately enough to want to ram it down any
one’'s neck. We never listen to people who
argue. If they are right it doesn't mat-
ter, and if they are not right still it doesn't
matter, Our only rule for a quiet life ls
to pretend to lsten, but really we are
thinking about something else,

The sad truth seems to be that there
are no really worthy causes that we are
competent to discuss. Our information s
so fragmentary. For Instance, if some one
asked us right at this moment to get up
and talk about the French Revolution,
about all we could say would be that it
began on a tennis court, where most quar-
rels do begin, anyway.

Generally when we have had to make a
speech we have been far awsy from home,
and it didn't much matter what we said;

Probably the safest thing for us to do
will be to talk about Lenine and Trotsky,
because it looks as though they won't be
able to answer back.

Where therature Was Once Made

1F tlde of battle rolling over France
hiag left rulned houses and desolute

fleldy In Its wake, Such ruins (i1l you rather
with rage than sorrow, and there s nothing
lovely about them, But hers in parts of
castern Amerlew we have ruined housca,
deserted fields gone to waste, even roads and
almost whole villnges which give you a
senve of gentle sadness and are often lovely
in thelr desolation, They mark, almost al-
ways, a high tide of ploncer advancoe in the
vighteenth century, which has either ebbed
again or swept on stil) further, leaving these
clenrings in a kind of forgotten back-water.
Munt often, In my part of the country, the
Berkshire Hills, they are houses, flelds, ronds
and even villages, which were built high up
from the vallevs and their abandonment has
been due to the rallroads,

ESTERDAY we chaneed upon and fole

lowed afoot n road which {s still marked
on the county map, but which has for years
heen abandoned and 1= only used occasionally
by the lumbermen, It leaves the macadamized
State road, the through motor highway from
New York Into the Berkshires and the Green
Mountains, at a right angle and begins al-
most at once to olimb the slde of & moun-
tadn, Ag you look at this wall ahead of you,
20 steep thot the ledges show through the
heavy forest, you wonder how a roud ever
gets up to the top, or why it should ever
try., Of course, this road Is now grass cov-
ered, when It is not the stony bed of u brook
and eroded down thres or four feet below
the forest floor. The forest undergrowth is
pushing out to close it up and the banks are
lined with ferns, wild flowers and mnsses of
ruspberry vines,

CLIMBED for perhaps half a mlle

till we were almost under the steep wall
of the mountain, and thera we came suddenly
into a clearing of two or three acres, meaning
by a clearing a place where there were no
forest trees, only masses of berry vines,
shrubs and young saplings. At fArst giance
you would have said that the lumbermen had
been In here and made this clearing. But &
second glines showed that was not the ex-
planation, Almost hidden under the tangle
of birlars by the roadside peeped up the
blooms of old-fushiloned day lilles, the inevi-
table Inhabltanty of our grandfathers’ door-
yards, Beating npart the bushes we gould
goe that these lilies had spread in huge
clumps. A little back of them was a clus-
ter of splres, twenty feet across, doubtless
spread from o single bush some woman had
planted vears and years ngo. Stll further
back from the rond were three or four apple
trees, nothing bul a jungle of suckers now,
and further Investigation disclosed fire weed,
the telltale #lgn of past habitation or of
forest fires, As there was no other fire weed
on the mountain we concluded that a barn,
at Jeast, had been burned here.

HE jungle of briurs and bushes was so

thick and rank that we could not find
any trace of where the house had stood, not
even the pile of chimney stones. But we were
certain that in that clearing there had once
heen a houss, and later we learned that this
wius so. It was bullt more than 100 years ago,
and was abandoned “when the old folks
died,” not long after the Civil War, Even
then the raliroad in the valley was making
liself felt and the furmers were drifting down
from thelr plonecer hilltops.

HIS8 road we were on now ‘pegan to ascend

the steep wall of the mountain by long
switchbacks, like a road in the Rockles, and
ultimately reached n V-shaped ravine in the
summit ridge, passed through that beside a
wild, roaring brook., under huge hemlocks,
and came after o couple of miles more Into
un upland plateau nearly 2000 fest above sea
level, This plateau Is a townshlp and sull
boasts a church (where no services are held),
n postoffiee (which Is just a row of twelve
boxes In the front room of a farmhouse)
und a school, It §s reached, on the map, by
four roads, but one of them ls the one wa
came up, and another is quite us unpassable
to any but pedestrians, The other two are
malntained In falr condition, but ecach s a
gix-mile pull averaging at least 200 feet to
tha mile, and In winter they are plled ten
feet deep with drifts, You are hardly sur-
prised to find the fAelds up here gorgeous
ucres of devil's paint brush, white and yel-
low daisles, orange-yellow meadow lilles and
the like Instead of green expanses of well-
tended grain. 1 believe there are fourteen
voters in the town now, of whom twelve are
Republicans and all hold some town office,
Thore s no store, no village green,

AT THE norihern sad of the s

\Lmnm-l\um-tw. thv hth‘ lending into New
York—there are sceveral fine old sugar ma=
plos by the wayslde, very évidently set out
in ordered row, Beneath them 13 a mass of
the tell-tale lilles, Nearby, too, are the rem-
nants of an appie erchard, fast being ab-
gorhed by the forest, which Is closing down
upon the clenring. Just behind the maples
we found the cellar hole of a house, with
the chimney stones In o heup ut the boltom
and a butternut tree growing out of the cen-
ter. Virtually all trace of wood had disap-
peared Into compost, but close by stood the
canopy top of a summer house or barn cu-
poli, noe doubt preserved by e tin covering.
There were slgo the remnants of n well eurb
and the dark gleam of water at the bottom
of the hole,

NI} In the houss that once stood here,

looking down the road through the gorge
of the brook to the far green plaing of the
valley, and the vet further and Dlue range or
hilly on the other side, Amerlean literature
was onco made. At least our fathers and
mothera consldered It literature, and pur-
chased the volumes in which It wus pub-
lished in great quantities. It has boen o long
time, glnce I read any of L myself, but my
recollection I8 that It lacked sharpness of
outline and individuanlity, that it was really
but a poetic echo. I refer o the poems of
the Goodale slsters, those two remarkable
children who lved here with thelr father and
mother on thig upland farm ke gentle,
twelve-year-old female Wordeworths and
produced the lyrics which at one time were
so well Known, This was the sky farm that
nurtured them—this abandoned clearing, fast
belng In¥aded by the forest, this mournful
cellar hole amld the weeds and raspberry
vines. Those lilles In the dooryard perhaps
they themselves had planted to outlive thelr
verses, Some day at the proper svason for
transplanting I am golng back there and get
a root of those llles, In memory of the
Goodale sisters and thelr forgotten poems.

A\' ACTOR named Harry Gilfoll died In
New York the other day, and few
of his obituarles extended beyond seven
or elght lines. A generation ago there
would have been a more generous lirgess |
of space, not s much bhecause of the
plaver's merit—for he was In no sense
highly gifted—but becausze of his afMliation
with an extenslve, droll, extravagant and
vet essentlally truthful footlight survey of
the land In which we then lived,

Gilfoll was a “Hoyt comedian” and
Charles H, Hoyt, who employed him and
wrote the fareical wvehiclek In which he
appeared, had n keen perceptive sense of
satirical color. Hastily, yvet mirthfully, he
dramatized American provincialism, the
folbles of the smull town with its amateur
military company, the western county reat
with (t® flery newspaper eoditor, “rubes"
in the elty maelstrom, and the then gen-
crally ridlenled suffragist, with her verhiage
about "woman's sphere.”
